During their course he won 13 out 
of 2t races, was back of 3rd money 
only twice, earned over $250,000 and 
produced a profound impression by 
his magnificent exhibitions of the 
highest qualities of the Thoroughbred 
race horse. 

In his 4-year-old form he won 5 
out of 7 starts, once 2nd and 
once 3rd and brought his total win- 
nings up to $322,835.

Kansas Breeders

Kansas has approximately 750 
licensed stallions of all breeds that 
are recorded as purebreds and nearly 
650 of those stallions are drafters. 
Nearly half of the riding-type stal- 
lions are American Saddle, and there 
are about 75 per cent as many Mor- 
gans as there are Thoroughbreds. 

,The present Kansas roster of lic- 
Thoroughbred stallions indi- 
cates that we have 36, of which 30 
owned by the Army Remount. 
Of course, wherever there are Thor- 
oughbreds there are hopeful breed- 
ers who have dreams of owning 
something that can run fast enough 
but the Kansas 
breeders are in the bheastfiiess to pro- 
duce useful horses, rather than race 
We are more interested in 
the type and the disposition of a 
stallion, than we are interested in 
his race record or the race records 
of his ancestors.

California owners and breeders of 
Thoroughbreds are coping well with 
prevailing conditions and _ interest 
in breeding seems to be _ stronger 
than ever for the 1943 season, The 
number of privately owned stallions 
is near the 100 mark and 20 Re- 
mount stallions have already been 
assigned to agents. Stud fees have 
been reduced and with the young 
stallions which have been retired 
and the influx of imported blood- 
lines, California should have bright 
prospects for the new season. 

Excerpts from The Morning Tele- 
graph state that at least 15 are 
foreign sires, the first of whose get 
are either young horses who start- 
ed for the ist time during the past 
year, “babies” who have not as yet 
reached racing age, or sires who 
were bred to mares for the 1st time 
last season or will be during the 
coming one. 

One of the outstanding importa- 
tions is Louis Mayer’s Beau Were 
who was the leading sire of the 
Antipodes for many years. His Ist 
American crops are now yearlings. 
Also standing at the Mayer farm is 
the English-bred Hunter’s Moon IV, 
Imp. Alibhai and the French-bred 
Toubo, and Main Man. 

South American stallions are also 
playing a prominent part in Call- 
fornia’s breeding. Charles S. How- 
ard’s Kayak IT has been at. stud 
for 2 years and has also been in 
training. Bing Crosby’s Ligaroti and 
Don Mike have 2-year-olds coming 
up this year. From Chile have come 
Cascabelito, Bon Huer I and Zun- 
cho, all of whom have béen at stud 
previously in this state. 


Familiar on the Western turf but 
due to make their ist seasons at 
stud this year are Vino Puro, from 
Argentina, owned by Oakmead Farm 
and Vespasiano, also from Chile and 
owned by C. J. Comiskey.

making their first season at stud and 
if their own racing record {1s any in- 
dication of ability, they should re- 
ceive much consideration. And last 
we have that group of sires. that 
while not phenominal have _ sired 
many useful horses. 

Looking hack over the racing re- 
cords of 1942 we find that 65 stal- 
lions, that were in Virginia on Janu- 
ary 1, 1942 sired 695 winners of 
1916 races. These 695 winners re- 
ceived $1,427.553 
alone. This is quite an increase, as 
fn 1941, 93 stallions only sired 730 
winners who had won 1768 races 
and received $1,277,514 in first 
monies. 

Judging by the amount and num- 
ber of races won by their get, 
Pompey {fs the most outstanding 
stallion in Virginia for the year past, 
for his get have won more in ist 
money tliar any other stallion in the 
state. In addition he has had more 
winners which have won a greater 
number of races than any other sire 
from the Old Dominion. However, it 
js of Interest to note that there are 
20 stallfons whose get won over 
$25.000 during the year.

was he at length placed in service. 

As is well known, Challedon was 
bred and is owned by the distinguish- 
ed Maryland turfman and breeder, 
W. L. Brann. 

But as that gentleman’s stud farm, 
Glade Valley, near historic Freder- 
ick, is a small one, and there Challe- 
don’s sire, Imp. Challenger 2d, is the 
reigning sultan, Challedon has gone 
to Kentucky and will begin his stud 
career there. 

It is unfortunate that he must do 
so under such auspices as obtain, for 
they will be a handicap in his race 
for success. 

In the first place, he must meet 
and surmount the great depression 
that has set in as regards the Thor- 
oughbred breeding interest. 


As has been previously pointed out 
in this column, the market for blood 
stock virtually collapsed in 1942. 
Values fell almost 50 per cent from 
those of 1941, which had already de- 
clined markedly from those of 1940. 

Breeders are retrenching every- 
where; stud-fees are being cut in 
half; brood mares are, unless of the 
very highest class, liabilities instead 
of assets. 

This will have a marked effect 

upon the fortunes of a young and 
untried stallion ,at the outset of stud 
service. 
_ Many horses in Kentucky of great 
fame, whose books ordinarily fill al- 
most aS soon as opened, are today 
far indeed from that. It is reported 
that there are but a scattered few 
that bookings cannot be secured for, 
as desired. 

Challedon, therefore, cannot ex- 
pect to command the kind of patron-

These things are “sad but true”.

For, at his best, he “had every- 
thing’. Or, at least, about as nearly 
that as race horses ever get. 

Not only did he possess the highest 
racing class, his performances extort- 
ing the almost unreserved admiration 
of the most critical—he was (and is) 
a regal individual. 

Added to which, his blood-lines are 
ultra-aristocratic. 

What will he prove to be, as a sire? 

Nobody knows, until the event has 
been approved. 





But, pending it, let us express the 
sincere hope that he will gain the 
success which he deserves. For it is 
horses such as him that should be, 
and of right are, the strongest pillars 
of the breed.

as is the establishment owned by 
Col. J. O. Hart, at Hurst, and where 
stands Pondariel, giant son of Ariel 
—Pond Lily. 

Felix Demary’s fine place at 
Orange is one of the few places in 
East Texas, but in West Texas there 
are countless breeding farms, some 
with well known sires, others leasing 
stallions from the Remount, but all 
working to the one end of developing 
and breeding better Thoroughbreds. 
C. B. Daniel’s Brazos Valley Farm at 
Newcastle is a grand place as is the 
establishment owned by C. M. Arm- 
strong, at Seagraves, where the form- 
er Whitney stallion, Letalone, by 
Imp. Chicle out of Margin by All 
Gold, is standing. Down at Sweet- 
water, where the bonny Texas mare, 
the great Panzareta was bred and 
raised, Tom Wade has The Souther- 
ner, and Blue Blitzen also stands 
there, owned by another establish- 
ment. Some mighty fine Thorough- 
breds, especially those sired by 
Tetros, which Wade sold to some 
West Coast breeders some months 
ago, came out of Sweetwater. Ralph 
Fair’s place at Boerne is a pretty 
spot, and he has the stallion Aber- 
deen standing there. 

Among the newcomers to the 
Thoroughbred structure in_ recent 
months is Col. R. S. Caldwell, veter- 
an Oklahoma breeder, who now mak- 
es his home in Texas. In the short 
space of three months, Col. Caldwell 
acquired 20 splendidly bred mares, 
and is basing them at his place near 
Handley and which is known as 
Manor Farm. Among the _ better 
known mares in the Caldwell group 
are Gino’s Alley, full sister to Galley 
Slave, Footfure, Target, daughter of 
High Time, Encyclopedia, by Wise 
Counsellor out of Brittanica by Imp. 
Teddy. Colored Chimes by Color 
Sergeant, Miss Tyra, the ancient 
Princess, dam of Bath, Uantersine, 
by Canter out of Thomasine by Sup- 
erman, and numerous others. Cald- 
well also acquired 7 1942 foals and 
also has two of the smartest 2-year- 
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up to his distance, and won his re- 
cognition “the hard way’’. Sun Egret 
will stand at Private Contract at 
Janon Fisher’s The Caves, at Eccle 
ston, where he will cover 20 mares, 
mostly the property of Messrs. Bed- 
well and Fisher, his first season. 
Two speedy newcomers at Saga- 
more Farm, also standing at Private 
Contract are the big, fast brown, 
Impound, who his trainer says was 
“just about the nicest horse to be 
around he ever handled” and anoth- 
er horse of brilliant speed, New 
World. Impound, a son of Sun Bean 
and Imp. Embargo Arts, by Embar- 
go, won the San Vicente Handicap 
and other races, besides placing in 
many stakes. Training accidents 
laid Impound low, his great size 
making the task of winding him up 
to his best efforts on the race 
course a hard one, his racing record 
hardly showing his true worth. New 
World, a 5-year-old, by Discovery-— 





olds of 1943 in the State in Smooth 
Blade, by Ladkin out of Tuckahoe 
by Imp. Sir Greysteel, and Bit Play- 
er, by Display out of ‘Talented by 
Imp. Chicle. The first is a colt and 
the Display youngster a filly. 

The dams of these youngsters are 
at Denton, where they are numbered 
in a very fine band of matrons own- 
ed by the Crescent Ranch, and which 
are among the better bred mares in 
the State. 

In the Spring, Texas will have 
another preeder, Ben Whitaker, 
Dallas turfman and owner of Re- 
quested, having acquired a nice place 
at Garland, which he intends to 
transform into a stock farm and 
nursery and to which point Reques- 
ted undoubtedly will be sent when 
he gets through with the racing 
wars. Whitaker has a number of 
well bred mares now in Kentucky 
which probably will be brought ta 
Texas when he commences breeding 
operations. 

Down in the Southern part of the 
State is John Dial’s' stock farm, 
which lately has been much in the 
limelight on account of Dial stand- 
ing Coldstream, young Imp. Bull 
Dog—Nimble Hoof by Sweep, ihere. 
Coldstream, owned by the Kentucky 
stud for which he is named, is the 
sire of the justly famed Riverland, 
and Dial has him under lease. 

Heading West one encounters 
Rube Williams’ stock farm at Llano. 
The former internationally famous 
poloist recently took a header into 
the game of raising Thoroughbreds 
and from the well known Whitney 
family, he acquired Boer War and 
Black Caeser, 2 well bred _ indivi- 
duals. Nearby is the small place 
owned by Ward Wolman, San Saba, 
who has Olaymore, a fast son of 
Case Ace, at stud, and also a group 
of well bred mares. 

One of the principal establish- 
ments in the State is the Bar T 
ranch, owned by A. R. Eppenaner, 
Fort Davis, stretching clear across 
the mighty Davis Mountains. Stand- 
ing here is Kilkerry, son of Black 
Toney, Imp. Fine Manners and Bar 
None, which saw the light of day at 
the late Edward F. Simms’ Xalap2 
Stock Farm. Kentucky. More than 
30 mares roam the pastures and 
Eppenauer, who lives close to Nat- 
ure and rarely ever comes to town. 
annually sends a group of home 
raised yearlings to the races. He clso 
has another place at Angels’ Camp. 
California, and several brood mares 
are quartered there in the Go'den 
State.

What effect the present condition 
will have on Maryland breeding in 
1943 is hard to estimate.

Unfor- 
tunately there have been far too 
many inferior mares bred from, and 
inferior stallions kept at stud, so 
that we have for long been over- 
produced on mediocrity. The war 
has had little to, do with this condi- 
tion, though it may have brought it 
to a head sooner by a year or two. 
There is only one way to stop the 
bullish American breeder from 
breeding any mare in sight to any 
stallion in sight, and that ts to make 
it very hard on his pocket book to 
do so. And this is what is happening 
now. Undoubtedly the best thing 
that will come out of the present 
conditions is that there will be ell- 
minated from our breeding paddocks 
a large number of inferior animals, 
to the ultimate betterment of the 
Thoroughbred in America, which, it 
seems likely, will be the supply 
fountain for the blood in Europe 
when the current unpleasantness is 
all a thing of the past. 
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Colorado 
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men availed themselves, with avidity, 
of this great opportunity to improve 
their horse product, with the con- 
sequence that their state rapidly be- 
came known as the home of good 
horses. They now well remember 
that when cattle prices were bad, 
many of their number were able to 
carry on through the bad times, by 
means of their sales of high class 
ponies to polo players. ; 

The Colorado Springs Horse and 
Colt Show Association is being oper-

The other two 
are not so large but they are real 
“power plants’, with short backs 
that can carry weight. Enough sub- 
stance to stay sound under. hard 
work. 

Woolford Farm near Kansas City 
is the home of Bow 'lo Me and the 
Derby winner, Lawrin.

Thoroughbreds make good cow 
ponies. This is a controversial sub- 
ject out here. Some old timers don’t 
agree. There are still some fine cow 
thoroughbred, who are 
horses pretty fast, 
but, when they gallop, they are 
mighty rough. They know what it is 
all about. They watch what they are 
doing, and don’t need to be told, 
when to turn a calf back into the 
herd etc. But we are spoiled, be- 
cause the only cold blooded horses 
on our ranch are some kid ponies 
We ride geldings and dry mares that 
are 1-2, 3-4, 7-8 Thoroughbred or 
better, and do all our cattle work 
on them. 

We acquired our first brood mares 
in a poker game. A friend of ours 
owned a bunch of mares that were 
1-2 and 3-4 Thoroughbreds. The re- 
sult of the poker game was that 
Warren Brewster came home the 
owner of 50 (more or less) mares 
and a 2-year-old colt. The colt didn’t 
pan out as a stud, so from then on 
we are indebted to the Remount for 
stallions, and we’ve had some good 
ones.

Thoroughbred Racing 
Will Be Revived In 
Mexico After 20 Years 


Thoroughbred racing will be re- 
vived in Merico City after a lapse of 
more than twenty years when the 
Hipodromo de las Americas opens 
here on March 6. The meeting, which 
will be under the supervision of the 
newly formed Jockey Club Mexicano, 
will run for forty-two days. As there 
will be racing only three afternoons 
a week—on Thursdays, Saturdays, 
and Sundays—the meeting will con- 
tinue through June 6. 

The new plant, which has been 
under construction for nearly a year, 
has cost more than $1,000,000, 
which is a considerable amount of 
money for a race track in Mexico— 
or anywhere else. However, when it 
is finished it will be as complete in 
every detail as any of the major 
tracks north of the Border, while 
for sheer architectural beauty, and 
setting, it will be unmatched by any- 
thing in the Americas. 

And it will bid for the _ better 
horses, for its stakes program in- 
cludes one race with 100,000 pesos 
in added money—the Handicap de 
las Americas, the value of which re- 
duced to dollars will be around 
$20,000—and two 50,000 pesos add- 
ed events, one of which is the Derby 
Mexican. In addition there are four 
lesser stakes, and a long list of 
overnight handicaps, the purses of 
which compare favorably with those 
offered at the winter meetings in 
the United States. No purse at the 
meeting will be less than 3,000 
pesos, around $605 in United States 
currency. 

The race course is a seven fur- 
longs oval with three chutes: one 
on the backstretch for the starts of 
six furlong races, one at the head 
of the homestretch for mile races, 
and one which enters the main track 
between the mile chute and_ the 
stretch turn for events at one mile 
and a sixteenth, and one mile and a 
furlong. 

Both the track and the’ grand- 
stand and clubhouse were planned 
by John Sloan, a former member of 
the New York State Racing Com- 
mission, and architect of Garden 
State Park in New Jersey. The steel 
and concrete stands are the last 
word in race track design. Of cantil- 
ever construction, they have no 
posts to obstruct the vision of spec- 
tators, and, what is more to the 
point, every yard of the track can

be seen from any point in the stand. 
The grandstand and clubhouse will 
accomodate around 8,000 persons, 
and there will be seating and stand- 
ing room for about 30,000 more on 
the sloping lawns. 

The clubhouse will be decorated 
lavishly, in Latin-American _ style, 
with the beautiful tiling for which 
Mexico is famous. There will be an 
enclosure for members of the Mexi- 
can Jockey Club, and their guests; 
bars all over the place, and in addi- 
tion to the regular restaurants a 
special one for dining and dancing 
after the races. 

The revival of racing in Mexico 
City has been due for the most part 
to the efforts of Bruno Pagliai, an 
American who has divided his time 
between here and California for the 
past twenty years. He is not. un- 
known to racing on the West Coast 
for he managed Agua Caliente for 
two seasons, during which period he 
established the sport on a high plane 
by maintaining the confidence of the 
public, and the horsemen. Personal- 
ly keenly interested in horses, he is 
part owner of a breeding farm near 
Mexico City, and his wife owns a 
stable of horses which will be seen 
under colors at the meeting. 

Two years ago Pagliai obtained a 
ten-year grant from General Manuel 
Avila Camacho, President of Mexico, 
to build a track on government pro- 
perty, and hold race meetings. What 
was more important, permission was 
granted to have betting. Some years 
ago, General Cardenas, the predeces- 
sor of President Camacho, had ban- 
ned gambling in the Republic. But 
in the case of the Government oper- 
ated lottery, an exception is made 
for racing. The pari-mutuel system 
will be used at the Hipodromo. 

Mexico is starting all the right 
way in its revival of racing. A Jockey 
Club has been’ formed, patterned 
after The Jockey Club in New Cork, 
which will govern racing through- 
out the Republic. It will have its 
own Rules of Racing, similar in the 
main to those of The Jockey Club. 
Also, to regulate, and encourage 
the breeding of Thoroughbreds in 
this country there will be a Mexican 
Stud Book. This will follow the lines 
of The Jockey Club’s, and which of 
course will have no bar to the Lex- 
ington Cross, as Argentina’s Stud 
Book has. 

The revival of racing obviously 
will open a new market for Thor- 
oughbreds. About all the real wealth 
of the country is concentrated in 
Mexico City, and those who have it 
spend freely. Then too, all Mexicans, 
especially those of the wealthier 
class, are enthusiasts over horses. 
Already half a dozen prominent 
men, among them President Com- 
acho, have set up racing studs. 

(Note:—It may well be that rac- 
ing in Mexico can add stimulus to 
the Thoroughbred industry. Our 
neighbours of the south are fond of 
sports, of spectacles, of competition 
They like and understand things to 
do with horses. They do not quibble 
over spending money, if@it is in the 
way they like to se it spent. The 
Jockey Club de ‘a Ciudad de Mexico 
can be a fine addition to this contin- 
ent.)

shipment of mares from other states. 
The Blood-Horse states: ‘‘There may 
be a further decline in the values 
of bloodstock, including the year- 
ling market. But it can be no such 
radical decline as marked the 1942. 
season, because prices are now too 
near pottom. 

There will be some reduction of 
breeding operations, but not enough, 
because breeders have not learned 
the fundamental principals of breed- 
ing stock selection and because they 
have not yet faced squarely the fact 
that in one thing at least, the breed- 
ing of Thoroughbred horses, the lawdy 
of supply and demand has not been’ 
monkeyed with.” 

As long as the Matt Winns con- 
tinue their persistent and lucrative 
programs; as long as the tracks of 
the west, the middle west and Mexico | 
continue to expand their cards, along 
with the major tracks of the east, 
there should be no appreciab’e cur- 
tailment in breeding. While some of 
the tracks with purses may 
have to close, nevertheless those of-

fering larger inducements. evidently 
intend to carry on the activity in- 
1943, whidh, supposing that this 
year be the peak of the existing bad | 
times, will furnish incentive suffi- 
cient for breeders of better horses 


to carry on with their activities.
